A corrcepondcnt of the Bouton Globo says: 
But intensely as I enjoy this lake view, ail I 
conliilcntly as I expect U» have my lake, int 
river la heaven, I propoie to show reason, fur 
believing that laikc Erie—tliepathofa illicitly 
conimene, and the admiration of the t.avi I i 
and Hic dweller on it" snore 
will not continue 
always. 
The time will doubtless come when 
it wiil lie a vufd marsh—even when it will be 
the homo of a teeming imputation, and covered 
with vineyards mid orchards aud thriving 
cities. 
A careful survey has shown that while 
Lake Michigan has an average dei til of I.Mio 
feet, Lake Sui tor loc of 900 feet and Lake On­ 
tario of 5 Ut feet. Lake Erie lias an average 
depth of 120 feet. 
The upper part alxive 
Point Belle Island has ail average depth of tint 
30 feet. 
The middle iio-Uitui lictwceu Pella 
Island and Long Point is hut CO feet deep, 
while the lower part Indow Long Point aver­ 
ages only 120 fret. 
The bottom of the lake is 
quite level, and composed of soh clay. 
This 
clay is constantly accumulating, from Bodi­ 
ment carried down by tributary streams. The 
south shore is composed of easily disintegrat­ 
ing blue, gray and olive shoals und gray sand­ 
stone. 
Tim western and northern coasts are 
made of limestone of tho Helderberg group, 
which quickly yields to the action of the 
waves. 
Consequently Ixith shores constantly 
are contributing to till up the bed of the lake. 
The work is not rapid, but it is as ccrtuiu as 
fate. 
There are frequent laud slides on this shore, 
which are quickly taken up and deposited in 
sediment beneath the blue waters. 
Indeed, 
along the shore, es|»ecially after a storm, Hie 
water can hardly be called blue. 
It is brown 
as far aa the eye can reach, w ith the clay 
washed down from the hills and taken up along 
the shore. 
Let this process continue—and 
there Is nothing to prevent it—and the time 
must come when the up|>or part of the lake, 
which is scarcely navigable now iii rough 
weather, will cease to be navigable except 
through a very narrow channel, when even 
the middle aud lower portions will cease to lie 
covered with white sails, and become a va-t 
marsh where the wild alder and swamp whor­ 
tleberry will grow. 
Even if this did not come 
through the tilling up proles-, Niagara is 
slowly but surely cutting ii ditch that will on*’ 
day drain L ike Erie. 
Every observing nun 
who has visited the great cataract knows that 
It has cut its way up trout l.uk'* Ontario t i t s 
present jiositioii. 
It U now many feet further 
up the river (hail it was tho ti.st lim a that ii 
listened to its roar, and gazed entranced upon 
Its wonders. 
Tie* sof. iiuu.-t mu that lies be­ 
neath tho ‘-table rock” is const antly di-solv­ 
ing aud then the “ table rock ’ cracks aud j 
shops away. 
When tho cat tract shall have worn its way 
back to the bead of tho rapid', its progress 
will tie much foster than it is bow, 
Ii is easy 
to see that it will olio day re icli tho deep 
waters of the Niagara River. 
Then Lake Urb 
will lie effectually drained, and there will only 
be a deep river dowing through its central 
channel. 
Then what digging and boring 
there will lie to dud the treasure that has gone 
down in sinking ships, und will yet go down. 
For of all the great lakes, Erie-, owing to its 
shallowness, is tim most treacherous to the 
navigator. 
A severe storm lashes its waters 
Into Ibo utmost fury, and woe to the luckless 
callers who find themselves on a lee abele. Ho 
groat is tho commerce carried over this lake, 
that there is scarcely u storm which does not 
find vessels in this unfortunate position.

only rains of long continuation suf­ 
ficed to extinguish them. 
This year so far tho tiros have been 
few in number aud not at all devas­ 
tating, burning only some trees and 
a few cords of wood. 
But the possi­ 
bilities of damage by theso fires, once 
started, are prest. 
Our sp cia! object in this article is J 
to urge extra carefulness by parties 
whoso bu iness brings them into tho 
woods. 
How big a tiro a little mat­ 
ter kindle!h was never truer than 
when a few leaves or bushes take fire, 
mid til - mountain breezes fan the 
flames into a roaring avalanche of de­ 
vastation. 
Tho owners of huckle­ 
berry patch - soroetimoa burn off the 
bmdi to start up their crop, aud burn 
their n> ghbors' barns and fences that 
they may till their baskets. Hunters’ 
camp-fir 
frequently start the flames, 
and careless persons of every class 
Bet Hr.-s going which never stop until 
a wide extent is burned over. 
It is hardly sife to depend upon 
individual regard for risk to proper­ 
ty, us their own accommodation is 
the only thing they look at usually.— 
Homo legal enactment is needed to 
atop the evil, by restricting the build­ 
ing of tires under severe penalties

E xciting Law Case in Esopus* 
For the past week Esopus has been greatly 
Interested In a law case between Dr. Joslab 
Hasbrouck, plaintiff, and Aaron K. Reynolds, 
defendant. 
The case was tried I ast Thursday 
at Port Ewen before Justice Benjamin Neice, 
and a jury. 
Tile jury failed to agree, w hen a 
new venire was Issued, and made returnable 
on Saturday, at Norris’ Hotel, where it was 
retried. 
The facts are as follows; 
Dr. Has- 
hni lek last year owned a farm, which lie rout­ 
ed to Mr. Reynolds for $125 for the term of 
one year. 
Toe lease was drawn up by the 
Dr., au l is a most remarkable document for a 
lease, containing some twenty five conditions, 
one of which being that the doctor shall have 
the right to enter upon, and in fact lake |xw- 
session of the premises, whenever he deems it 
for the best Interest of himself to do so. 
The 
Doctor also stuck in a Latin jilmue now and 
then for the benefit arni edification of his tenant. 
To put the finishing stroke to this document 
the Dr. inserted a clause that the tenant lints iii 
his hands a horse, wagon find harness, us col­ 
lateral security in case he should break some 
tine of its innumerable conditions. 
I he lease 
was then signed un! witnessed by I’. A. 
Schryver, in whose possession tile same was 
to remain for auf; keeping, not to lie delivered 
up unless ujion the consent of both |Kirtles. 
Tim tenant went on the place, und it was 
smooth sailing on an unruffiist sea until the 
je a r bat! expired. 
Then the Doctor claimed 
that not alone rnie of the conditions had been 
broken, but that indeed all of them had been 
more or less infringed ujion. 
Then the clouds 
of legal war began to gather, an i soon the 
two armies were confronting cacti oilier iii 
hostile array. 
Tile comm iii der of Hie Doctor’s 
Drees was Martin G. Hayes, counsel from 
Readout, while Mc. I). Van WagotH-u from 
ujiper Kingston bandied Hic tmojis of the de­ 
fence. 
The Doctor claimed mi l testified tin* defend­ 
ant had damaged the fanning implements, 
fences, stock, Ac , to a great uniount, about 
$250. 
Iii the lease Hie ordinary wear and tear of 
these articles had been excepted, aud the de­ 
fendant brought a host of witnesses who tes­ 
tified that the articles had not been damaged 
any more titan was natural from ordinary wear 
and tear in using them on the farm. 
It was 
also show n Hie articles were old und worn out, 
having been bought many years ago ut an 
auction, fr'cond-liund ut tiiat. 
The defendant 
also proved a balance struck in Hie doctor’s 
hand-writing in January last. 
According to 
this balance and the other accounts from that 
time until April 1st. on that day Hie Dr. was 
indebted to Hie defendant in Hie sum of some­ 
thing over $12. 
It was also proved by sever­ 
al witnesses that the Doctor admitted last 
Mardi at Norris’ Hotel, H ut Reynolds was a 
good fellow, und bud always kept his agree­ 
ments. 
The defendant further proved that certain 
conditions of Hie lease were not read to him, 
while the witness to the lease himself totalled 
on the cross-examination, that though sjiecial- 
ly enjoined by the lease not to give up Hic ar­ 
ticle without Hie consent of both purlieu, lie 
did giro it up to tho Doctor, who afterwards 
flits! it with tile towu clerk. 
On Thursday tile case was iir.-t tried, and 
when it was finished a more muddled or con­ 
fused state of allairs can hardly be iin;igincd. 
In summing up it took all the skill of the 
plaintiffs counsel to disentangle the ness, 
while Hie counsel for defendant did all he 
could to make it still more confuser!. 
When 
the case went before the jury it certainly was 
beyond the power of mortal man to make 
either head or tail to the mess, and tho jury 
so concluded by their disagreement. 
On Saturday, the Doctor lliougiit he would 
try Hie cause himself, so lie dismissed hi.^ 
counsel und took upon himself the duties of 
party, witness, aud lawyer. 
One of his wit­ 
nesses, who at present resides on Hie same 
f irm. and who was the principal witness of 
the Doctor last Thursday, was coiled ujhiu to 
testify, when the counsel for the defendant 
electrified the audience by objecting to him 
because he was a convicted felon. 
The record 
of his conviction to stale’s prison for five years 
was produced, the objection was siuUuticd, 
and the Doctor was non-plnssed. 
The Doctor tried bis case well, but neglect­ 
ed to put in evidence the lease upon which his 
whole case was based. 
The summing up was tremendous; big 
words and sarcastic phrases were thrown back 
aud forth, something after the manner of 
playing at shuttlecock. 
The defendant’s counsel likened the doctor 
to Shylock, and quoted from Shakespeare; 
while the Doctor was eloquent, and did quite 
well in his role of speech-making. 
The jury 
rendered a verdict of $10 for plaintiff 
The 
defendant bas spiraled on questions of law 
only, to the County Court, oue of tho grounds 
of appeal being that un exjiert iii physic is not 
corajietent In law to give an opinion as to the 
value of farmiug tools. 


Burning of Nllilo's Garden T heatre. 
About 7:40 o’clock Tuesday morning smoke 
was discovered issuing from Hie roof of Niblo’s 
Garden Theatre, New York. 
The smoke at­ 
tracted hut little attention at first, us it was 
supposed to he caused by workmen in that 
portion of the bull ling. 
It soon increased in 
volume, however, ana I hen the alarm was 
sounded. 
A number of lire engines hastened 
to the spot and began playing os soon as |ios- 
8ible, hut the flames spread with great rn joll­ 
ity. 
A second alarm was sounded and almost 
the entire fire dejiartment hastened to tile 
burning building. 
In a few minutes the great 
dome fell in, and in spite of tho almost super­ 
human eflorts made by the firemen, police, 
and cmjiloyoos of Hie theatre the fire spread to 
the stage and the wings, and iii ul»out an hour 
and twenty minutes the whole interior of the 
building was in ruins. 
Tho Metropolitan Ho­ 
tel was for a time in great danger, but by the 
jiromptness and efficiency of (he firemen it 
was saved from extensive damage. 
The dam­ 
age to the theatre, which was owned by A. 
T. Stewart, is estimated ut $125,OOO. 
Messrs. 
Jarrett A Palme;, the lessees, lose $90.OOO in 
stage scenery, costumes, 
etc., almost the 
whole outfit of “ Lulla Hookh ” tieing destroy­ 
ed. 
Tile Metropolitan Hotel was damaged 
$5,0! 0 worth, and Hclnibold’s old stand. 594 
Broadway, adjoining, to the extent of $.1,0 IO. 
The origin of the fire is unknown, nod many 
theories are advanced, but the one most gener­ 
ally believed Is that the theatre was fired by an 
incendiary’.
